rain are likely. Repeated areas of 
heavy rains may lead to flash 
flooding and river flooding 
(especially on Saturday).

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Slight to enhanced risk 

Timing: 3 PM - 8 PM 

Hazards: Large hail, damaging winds, 
a few tornadoes (possibly strong) 
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Slight to enhanced risk 

Timing: Sat. 7 PM - Sun 7 AM 
Hazards: Flash flooding, large hail, 
damaging winds, isolated tornado 
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Slight risk 
Timing: 3 PM - 10 PM 
Hazards: Large hail, damaging winds 
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Key Messages: 


e Relatively substantial tornado threat 
Friday afternoon and evening 


e Conditions will support the threat for 
a strong tornado or two within the 
yellow hatched region

Multiple rounds of showers and thunderstorms are expected starting Friday afternoon into Sunday afternoon. 
Most of the storms will occur on Friday and Saturday afternoon and evening. 


Please note: [here continues to be some uncertainty in timing and coverage. These graphics represent the most 
likely severe storm window. Non-severe thunderstorms will be possible outside of the time windows, especially 


Friday and Sunday mornings. 
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8-14 Day Precipitation Outlook & 
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8-14 Day Temperature Outlook 
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Above normal temperatures and precipitation are expected for early May 
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
